-The  object  in  this  case  U  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  revive  the  original  operation  of  the 
first  Wenzel,  for  restoring  vision  by  artificial 
popiL  (It  will  be  necessary  to  taka  a  retro¬ 
spective  glance  at  the  fir*t  operation*  for  rem fl¬ 
aying  obliterated  papil,  in  order  that  I  may  be 
the  better  understood.) 

Che*elden  font  ed  artificial  pupil  by  intro¬ 
ducing  a  small  ooe-edged  needle  throagh  the 
temporal  edge  of  the  sclerotica,  and  through 
the  iri»  into  the  anterior  chamber  ;  then,  turn¬ 
ing  it*  edge  a*  he  withdrew  the  instrument, 
divided  the  iris  transversely.  Wenzel,  not 
haring  *ncceeded  in  thu  method  of  operating, 
deviaed  the  following : — “  He  first  pierced  the 
cornea  with  the  point  of  the  extraction  knife, 
exactly  in  the  ume  manner  as  in  the  operation 
for  extraction.

First — There  would  be  considerable  &&. 
oultv  and  danger  ia  empbyiag  a  straight  kmfs 
la  operating  upon  aa  eye  deep  ia  the  orbit.  It 
would  be  impossible,  where  the  lens  was  ua. 
tarsi,  to  keep  the  point  sufficiently  dose  to  the 
posterior  surface  of  the  iris,  so  as  to  avoid 
wounding  the  capsule.  To  remove  this  &M- 
culty,  I  employ  a  small  extraction  knife 
upon  itself. 

Secondly — There  is  frequently  no  necessity 
for  piercing  the  iris  at  ail  with  the  point  of  iho 
knife.

Mrs.  R.,  a  lady,  73  yeart  of  age;  of  healthy 
eonstiiatioa;  nudes  natural.  She  first  per¬ 
ceived  her  sight  to  fail  her  about  three  year* 


ago.  The  sight  of  the  left  eys  gradually  dimi¬ 
nished,  and  is  now  obliterated ;  the  right  eye 
retain*  useful  vision,  thoagh  gradually  becom¬ 
ing  imperfect.  The  aspect  of  the  eye  healthy, 
the  papU  regular,  but  very  indifferent  to  the 
application  of  Belladonna.  She  has  a  bluish 
white  cataract,  uniform  ia  its  appearance,  and 
j  it  bulges  forward,  being  La  dose  appositioa  to 
the  uvea. 

April  25th,  1843. — I  introduced  a  needle 
through  the  lower  portion  of  the  cornea,  and 
divided  the  caosule  well.  My  patient  being 
very  timid,  and  useful  vision  still  existing  in 
the  right  eye.  I  withdrew  the  instrument, 
trusting  for  the)  present  to  the  rupture  of  the 
capsule,  and  krpt  the  Belladonna  sppiied ; 
slight  gastric  irritation  followed,  which  was 
relieved  by  a  close  of  calomel  and  opium.  The 
eye  was  protected  for  two  days,  and  my  patient 
returned  home.  Three  months  elapsed,  and 
no  solution  having  taken  place,  I  introduced 
the  needle,  and  broke  up  the  "•act ;  it  was 
soft,  but  very  tenacious,  re-  allowing  the 
instrument  to  pas*  through  it,  but  without 
failing  into  fragments.

Masses  lord,  ws  my  expect  a  complication, 
with  perieareitia,  or  endocarditis,  a  d  brass 
menitonad  by  Corrisart  as  occurring  mors  frs- 
quectly  than  imagined,  rapid  ia  its  progress 
asd  eery  fatal  in  effect.  Again,  ths  saddso 
•occasion  of  pda  in  ths  prscoruial  region  is 
rather  inaxpueable,  unless  ws  suppose  tbs  co- 
•adstoses  ef  the  dbeass  with  plearitis  5  and  ths 
great  dyspesa  I  can  only  account  for  by  ths 
rsaeikn  of  ths  iafiasmatfasa  on  ths  vicinal 
branches  of  tba  phi-entc  and  intercostal  nerve*. 
Tbs  sadden  dissolution  certainly  very  much 
■erwrfecd  ess,  and  I  bars  experienced  some 
effght  degree  of  Cretan  from  ths  patient's 
finally  for  not  apprising  them  H  was  so  near  at 
-^fiaadt  bat  it  only  famishes  another  instance 
where  medical  men  are  upbraided  for  not  being 
oegakaat  of  *  God's  holy  will."  However,  I 
fesl  satktisd  I  discharged  my  duties,  as  far  as 
my  bumble  abilities  allowed ;  though  probably 
I  would  bars  given  more  satisfaction  if  I  had 
adopted  the  false®*  language  and  practices  of 
many  of  thoss  unprincipled  pretenders  to 
odeace  and  philanthropy,  who  plentifully 
abound  ia  this  Colony — whose  pretension  is 
mwftthns  foe  capacity  ;  but  I  hope  this  digres¬ 
sion  is  pardonable,  and,  with  a  few  words 
about  the  treatment,  I  will  conclude.  The 
mitigation  of  the  pleuritic  symptoms  within 
the  first  30  boars  after  the  adoption  of  ray 
remedies,  sufficiently  satisfied  me  I  had  acted 
wisely;  but,  when  ws  come  to  the  symptoms 
of  tbs  pericarditis,  a  question  arises  whether  or 
•ot  the  depletion  could  hare  influenced  the  sod¬ 
den  dissolution  ?  I  rat  her  think  not ;  and  I  feel 
confident  there  is  scarcely  any  practitioner, 
from  the  distressing  urgency  of  the  symptoms, 
would  hare  hesitated  to  abstract  a  similar,  if 
not  a  greater  quantity  of  blood ;  and  1  am 
happy  to  be  able  to  adduce  the  authority  of 
swch  men  as  Morgagni,  Meckel,  Lansici,  and 
Corrisart,  in  faronr  of  “  copious  depictions, 
carrying  them  to  the  extent  of  decidedly  de¬ 
pressing  the  action  of  tbs  heart,  or  to  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  syncope,  especially  when  you  hava 
tbs  disease  complicated  with  pleuritic,  for  its 
progress  is  so  rapid  as  to  destroy  life  in  a  few 
hours."  And,  though  last,  not  tbs  least  im¬ 
portant  is  Andrei,  who  “  highly  extolj  the  free 
use  of  the  lancet."  With  respect  to  ths  tart, 
aatimon  ,  except  probably  in  large  doses  as  in 
pbrumonia,  little  good  is  derived  from  it ;  and 
I  soald  not  witness  any  scumble  effect  from  the 


half-grain  dosas  every  hour  I  exhibited.  Of 
counter  irritants  I  think  but  little  benefit  will 
be  derived  in  such  oases ;  for  though  there  was 
an  action  blister  applied  for  nearly  nine  hours, 
before  even  the  development  of  tbs  acute  peri¬ 
carditis,  the  skin  did  not  la  the  slightest  degree 
appear  irritated,  i  hare  heard  of  hyd  pot- 
assa,  combined  with  digitalis,  being  beneficial 
when  the  pulsations  of  the  heart  were  tamai- 
taoas  and  Irregular,  but  fancy  it  must  be  use¬ 
ful  onlr  when  the  pericarditis  is  protracted. 

If  the  foregoing  remarks  call  for  any  stric¬ 
tures,  I  will  be  happy  to  profit  by  them  ;  for, 
like  Hippocrates  of  old,  “  though  getting 
stricken  ia  years,  I  am  but  young  ia  medicine;" 
and,  perhaps  also,  like  many  of  my  confreres  of 
the  day,  if  they  would  but  candidly  avow  it, 
hare  much  yet  to  learn.  I  may  hara  omitted, 
safer  alia,  many  important  phenomena  of  signs 
and  sound,  but  felt  I  might  even  now  hare 
protracted  the  case  beyond  the  limits  you 
could  probably  assign  it  j  however,  if  it  should 
provoke  any  friendly  discussion,  I  will  endea¬ 
vour  to  supply  the  omissions  hereafter ;  and  am.

The  symptoms  enumerated  ia  this  case  are 
those  of  well-marked  inflammation  of  the  left 
ovary,  with  evidences  that  the  oigan  is  gene¬ 
rally  swollen,  as  shown  by  the  circumstance  of 
tbepain  being  increased  by  the  erect  posture, 
by  a  distended  bladder,  and  particularly  by  the 
passage  of  solid  feces,  and  still  further  con¬

The  exciting  cause  of  her  disease  may  be  re¬ 
ferred  with  some  probability  to  the  two  tniscar- 
rugm  which  she  had,  and  which  are  known  to 
be  trrapeotiy  attended  with  much  ovarian  irri¬ 
tation.  The  state  of  general  congestion  of  tbe 
ovary  did  not  indicate  the  tartar  emetic  oiat- 
»*o*  La  the  first  instance,  but  rather  that  of 
leecfww,  and  the  application  of  them  bv  menu* 
of  a  tab*  passed  up  the  rectum  was  followed 
by  mris d  relief ;  they  were  repeated  with 
stiil  farther  amendment,  and  having  thus  re¬ 
lieved  tbe  more  immediate  symotcaa,  I  should 
probably  have  applied  the  ointment  to  the  left 
nypogastriam,  00  account  of  the  irritability  of 
the  bladder  which  still  remained,  and  which  I 
considered  as  aa  indication  that  tbe  anterior 
portion  of  ths  ovary  was  not  entirely  free  from 
inflammatory  action,  but  haring  etoerieoced 
considerable  amelioration  ia  her  symptoms  she 
ceased  to  attend.

The  dataiU  of  this  interesting  com  are  spread 
•eer  a  considerable  period  of  time,  which  is  in 
great  measure  owing  to  her  living  at  some  dis¬ 
tance  from  town,  aod  ay  therefore  seeing  her  i 
oaly  at  intervals. 

The  second  report  (July  11th)  is  interesting, 
frees  shewing  a  fact  to  which  I  have  before 
alluded  t  eu. — that  ia  eases  of  apparently 
slight  gastric  derangement,  a  state  of  func¬ 
tional  disorder  of  the  prise  rie  is  often  ex¬ 
hibited  under  the  action  of  alterative  and 
laxative  medicines,  to  a  much  greater  extent 
than  might  have  been  expected.  The  symp¬ 
toms  ef  this  condition,  after  a  little  medicine, 
bsettae  ranch  more  distinct,  and  fully  sanc¬ 
tioned  a  brisk  dose  of  calomel,  fallowed  by  a 
mercurial  aod  purgative  treatment  The  eva¬ 
cuation*  did  net  return  to  a  natural  condition 
until  the  system  had  freed  itself  from  a  large 
quantity  of  unhealthy  excretions,  for  a  period 
i*f  more  than  a  fortnight.  Nearly  a  month 
was  thus  consumed  in  bringing  the  stomach 
-  and  bowel*  to  a  tolerably  healthy  stats  of  func¬ 
tion  ;  nor  did  I,  ia  I  he  absence  of  any  urgent 
Ineal  symptom,  deem  it  expedient  to  turn  my 
attention  to  the  topical  affection,  until  tbit 
source  of  irritation  had  been,  as  far  a*  pos¬ 
sible,  removed.  By  doing  so,  the  ground  is 
thus  cleared  for  further  operations,  and  the 
real  feature*  of  the  case  come  out  more  dis¬ 
tinctly.  The  only  topical  remedie*  that  1  used 
at  first  were  leeches  to  the  anus,  to  relieve  the 
haemorrhoids!  congestion  and  general  pelvic 
•offering,  and  an  injection  of  lotio  plumbi,  as  I 
considered  that  there  were  symptom*  indicating 
the  presence  of  the  cervix  nteri,  a*  well  as  of 
the  left  ovary.  It  was  on  account  of  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  these  that  1  had  leeches  applied  to 
the  os  aod  cervix  uteri,  and  thus  succeeded  in 
disentangling,  as  it  were,  the  confused  mass  of 
svmptoms  as  they  had  presented  themselves  in 
the  first  instance.  Although  the  uterine  afFec- 
tioo  was  pretty  completely  relieved,  and  the 
health  manifestly  improved,  the  pain  in  the  left 
ovary  continued  unabated,  and  now  I  deter¬ 
mined  to  commence  my  attack  upon  this  organ 
ia  good  earnest.  The  symptoms  of  oophoritis 
were  sufficiently  marked  to  justify  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  antimonial  ointment  to  the  left  h.y- 
|  pogastrium,  without  making  an  examination 
I  per  rectum.  The  pain  in  this  part,  precisely  in 
the  direction  of  the  ovary,  increased  by  the 
!  erect  posture,  and  by  pressing  the  uterus  to  the 
same  side  with  the  finger,  per  vaginam,  were, 

I  I  think,  sufficient  evidence*  that  iudamination 
i  of  the  left  ovary  existed.  These  symptoms 
»  were  relieved  for  a  time,  and  nothing  further 
»  seemed  to  exist  beyond  s  slight  degree  of  bra¬ 
il  morrbowial  congestion,  for  which  I  directed  her 
u  to  use  an  enema  every  morning,  and  to  continue 
I  the  magnesia  and  sulphur  aa  a  mild  aperient, 

1  and  to  commence  the  taraxacum  as  a  gentle 
l  alterative.  Her  health  continued  to  improve,  ; 
■  but  the  effects  of  the  antimonial  treatment  soon 


wore  off,  and,  although  it  was  renewed  vary 
effectually,  I  was  much  disappointed  in  finding 
it  an  tire  ly  fail  ia  relieving  the  hypogastric  pain. 
The  conviction  was  thus  forced  upon  me  that  I 
had  not  fairly  mad*  out  the  cause  of  the  alfoe- 
tioo.  It  i*  true,  that  I  had  not  applied  leeches 
per  rectum,  bat  the  distance  at  which  she  lived 
was  aa  obstacl*  to  ray  doing  it ;  and  being  an 
out-of-the-way  sort  of  operation,  and  requiring 
a  tube  on  purpose  for  it,  I  could  scarcely  expect 
her  medical  man  would  attempt  it. 

In  consequence  of  her  suffering  from  general 
rheumatic  symptom*,  and  other  sign*  of  de¬ 
ranged  assimilation,  which  I  attribute  to  her 
living  ia  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  some 
very  extensive  marshes,  I  advised  her  to  try  the 
artificial  mineral  water  *  which  had  served  me 
so  well  in  other  cases,  bnt  without  success,  and 
I  ceased  to  see  her  fur  nearly  two  years,  when 
the  returned  with  more  aggravated  symptoms 
of  oophoritis  than  ever.  On  examining  per 
rectum,  the  ovary  was  found  considerably 
iwollsu,  and  internally  painful  to  the  touch  ; 
and  on  applving  leeches,  by  means  of  the  tube, 
as  before  described,  a  marked  and  striking 
relief  followed.  On  endeavouring  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  uterine  sound,  I  found  it  would  not 
pass  fairly  into  the  cavity  of  the  uterus,  for  it 
seemed  to  meet  with  an  obstruction  at  the  os 
uteri  internum,  which  I  could  not  overcome. 

I  desisted,  however,  from  further  investigation 
of  this  point,  at  the  time,  from  the  severity  of 
the  ovarian  symptoms  requiring  my  more  im¬ 
mediate  attention. 

The  report  of  Sept.  1.1th,  1844,  enumerates 
the  symptoraa  of  oophoritis  which  are  to  tie  de¬ 
tected  externally,  in  an  unusually  distinct  man¬ 
ner;  indeed,  from  the  description  of  these 
symptoms,  which  I  gave  in  my  introductory 
remarks  upon  this  affection,  1  need  scarcely 
•ay  that  they  were  exaggerated,  in  the  present 
case,  to  an  extent  not  commonly  observed.  I 
again  brought  out  a  copious  eruption  in  the 
left  hvpogastrium,  by  the  antimonial  ointment, 
with  much  relief;  she  could  sit  without  cros¬ 
sing  the  left  knee  over  the  right;  she  could 
stand  erect  without  pain  ;  and  the  irritability 
of  the  bladder  was  diminished. 

On  applving  some  more  leeches  (Sept.  20th) 
I  found  the  ovary  considerably  diminished  in 
size,  although  still  intensely  tender ;  and  she 
now  called  my  attention  to  a  dull  aching  pain 
at  the  lower  part  of  the  rectum,  when  the  tube 
was  introduced,  which  she  had  not  observed 
before,  and  apparently  connected  with  the  pain 
and  straining  which  i>he  had  lately  begun  to 
experience  on  evacuating  the  rectum.  I  then 
attributed  it  merely  to  congestion  and  irrita¬ 
tion  about  the  rectum,  to  which  she  bad  been 
mors  or  less  subject  ever  since  I  first  saw  her, 
and  gave  it  no  further  attention  ;  but  from 
what  has  since  occurred,  it  is  more  than  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  uterus  was  beginning  to  assume 
the  retrofiexed  condition,  which  was  not  clearly 
made  out  until  her  admission  into  the  Hospital 
for  the  Diseases  of  Women,  in  November.  It 
is  a  question,  not  very  easy  of  solution,  how  far 
the  state  of  the  uterus  was  connected  with  the 
ovarian  affection,  which  had  evidently  existed 
for  some  considerable  time  previously  ;  nor  can 
the  symptoms  of  the  ooe  be  at  all  confounded 
with  those  of  the  other.  The  painful  spot,  and 
rounded  body,  corresponding  to  the  ovary, 
were  much  higher  up  in  the  pelvis,  than  that 
produced  by  the  utvrus  doubled  upon  itself ;

tbe^r  were  alto  to  one  side,  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  left  sacro-iiiic  »_>  nchondrosi*  ; 
whereas  t’  t  fundus  nteri  was  to  be  felt  rlos* 
behind  the  cervix,  sometime*  lower,  sometime* 
on  a  level,  and  sometime*  a  little  higher  than 
the  n»  uteri.  The  pain  produced  by  the  pm- 
*- of  the  Soger,  per  rectum,  was  also  very 
different:  in  the  former  (ovary),  it  was  in¬ 
tensely  scute;  in  the  Utter,  dull  and  aching. 
The  external  symptoms  of  the  ovarian  affec¬ 
tion,  aa  before  observed,  went  also  remarkablv 
distinct. 

With  regard  to  the  tain  in  the  left  hypo¬ 
chondria®,  in  which  *  deep-seated  pulsation 
could  b*  felt,  this  continues  at  present  unre¬ 
lieved,  Although,  from  the  effects  of  the  Urge 
enemata  which  I  ordered  to  be  thrown  up,  we 
may  presume  that  a  f*cal  accumulation  of  long 
standing,  in  tb*  upper  part  of  the  descending 
colon,  had  been  removed. 

I  abstain  from  any  furtlier  remark  on  this 
singular  condition  of  tb*  uterus,  where  it  be¬ 
come*  either  retrovertrd,  or  doubled  back  upon 
itself.  We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  Y.  Simp¬ 
son,  of  Edinburgh,  for  much  valuable  ami 
original  information  upon  this  affection  ;  and  l 
can  fully  bear  witness  to  the  correctness  of  his 
opinion  respecting  its  frequent  occurrence,  hav¬ 
ing,  at  this  moment,  four  cases  of  it  under  my 
care,  and  one  where  it  is  turned  forwards.  On 
a  future  occasion,  I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of 
laying  some  observation*  upon  th,a  subject  be¬ 
fore  you. 

Before  closing  the  remarks  on  this  case,  I 
must  advert  to  the  fact  of  oophoritis  existing 
here  to  a  considerable  extent,  without  the  cata¬ 
menia  being  attended  with  exsu.Utions.  I 
mention  this,  not  so  much  aa  an  exception  to 
the  rule  which  I  have  endeavoured  to  establish 
regarding  the  connection  between  oophoritis 
and  dysroenhotTtaa  with  exsuilations,  but  for 
the  purpose  of  pointing  out  a  fact  which  I  have 
noticed  hitherto  with  considerable  uniformity, 
viz  ;  that  where  oophoritis  is  the  original  or 
primary  affection,  we  usually  see  the  catamenia 
attended  with  exsu.lations ;  where  it  is  a  secon¬ 
dary  stfection,  the  result  of  irritation,  Ac., 
arising  from  some  diseased  part  or  organ  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  ovary,  we  do  not  see  thia 
condition  of  the  catamenia.  In  the  present  in¬ 
stance,  I  consider  it  to  be  an  additional  proof 
that  I  have  not  yet  fairly  made  out  the  primary 
cause  of  her  complaints.  Whether  it  is  con¬ 
nected  with  the  pain  in  the  left  hypoebondrium, 
which  still  continues  unrelieved,  and  respecting 
the  precise  nature  of  which  I  am  still  in  uncer¬ 
tainty,  time  and  further  careful  investigation 
alone  will  shew.

Tb#  most  recent  advance  in  district  k.  be. 
ytmd  a  doubt,  indicated  b;  tb#  introduction  of 
aerial  substances,  instead  of  liquid  inject  kin*, 
into  the  Eustachian  tube.  hi.  Deieau  was  the 
first  to  whom  this  issprbveraent  may  bo  attri¬ 
buted.  It  was  h#  who  first  demonstrated  the 
inconveoienco  of  liquid  vehicles  and  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  aerial  substances,  which,  fro®  their 
gaseous  condition,  are  analogous  to  the  air 
which  circulate*  ia  the  middle  ear,  and,  fro® 
that  very  circumstance,  much  better  suited  for 
introduction  into  th*  cavity  of  the  tympanum. 

Bat,  00  the  other  hand,  it  must  not  be  for¬ 
gotten,  that  aqueous  injections  have  certain  ad¬ 
vantages  over  tb#  douche  of  air — advantages 
which  seem  to  bare  been  entirely  lort  right  of 
by  the  majority  of  aarists  since  aqueous  injec¬ 
tions  have  been  replaced  by  the  rir-dooebe. 

Water  is  the  principal  vehicle  for  almost  all 
medical  substance*.  In  nature,  as  in  art,  it  is 
the  fluidem  soivooa  of  the  greater  part  of  them. 
By  means  of  aqueous  injections,  then,  many  re¬ 
medies  can  bo  introduced  into  the  middle  ear. 
Thus,  Itard  injected  Barege  water,  saline  and 
aromatic  solution*. 

The  a:r-doucho  of  M.  Delean,  at  present  al¬ 
most  exclusively  used  in  place  of  aqueous  injec¬ 
tions,  has  scarcely  been  used  *t  all  a*  a  vehid# 
for  medical  substances.  M.  Hubert  Vaileroux, 
alone,  has  recently  recommended  the  injection, 
by  a  caoutchouc  bottle,  of  atmos^ric  air, 
charged  with  particle*  of  any  resinous  or  bal- 
sami#  substance* — substance*  which  are  vola¬ 
tilised  when  exposed  to  a  moderate  beat,  and 
often,  iodeed,  adapted  to  catarrh  of  the  middle 
ear,  but  certainly  not  suited  to  ail  disease#  of 
that  organ.

In  diseases  of  the  ear,  in  which  they  might  have 
been  tried  with  advantage— namely,  the  high 
temperature  (212^  Fahrenheit,  80^  Reaumur) 
required  to  boil  water. 

One  may  imagine  that  such  hot  vapour* 
brought  into  oootact  with  the  Eustachian  tube 
most  be  iojurioats  and  when  it  was  attempted 
to  cool  them,  by  making  them  pas*  through 
tube*,  or  into  a  much  lower  temperature,  they 
were  immediately  condensed  into  liquid  water. 
Thia  has  caused  the  failure  of  all  attempts  hi¬ 
therto  made. 

What  I  then  wanted  was  to  invent  aa  appa¬ 
ratus  by  which  I  could  procure  aqueous  va¬ 
pour*  of  a  proper  temperature  (not  too  high), 
and  for  a  suitable  time  (not  too  short).  I  think 
I  have  discovered  one,  and  I  submit  it  her*  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Sciences. 

I  shall  explain  In  few  words  it*  oooetructioo 
and  action. 

Water  contained  in  aa  ordinary  tin  vessel, 
aad  heated  by  a  spirit  lamp,  boils.  The  va¬ 
pours  rise  by  a  pipe  into  a  second  vase,  much 
larger  than  the  first,  and  containing  a  third 
vase,  filled  with  cold  water  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  hot  vapour*  which  rise  from  the  first 
vase  are  made  to  pas*  over  this  cold  water,  and 
then  out  by  a  small  pipe  at  the  edge  of  the  lid  of 
the  large  steam  vase. 

By  this  very  simpi*  mode  I  have  succeeded  in 
procuring  aqueous  vapours  at  the  temperature 
I  desired,  and  hence  I  have  the  power  of  intro¬ 
ducing  the  most  different  medical  substances 
iato  toe  middle  ear. 

If  it  bo  required  to  introduce  simple  aquecus 
vapours,  or  a  solution  of  any  medicine,  a*,  f«>y 
instance,  a  solution  of  a  narcotic  extract,  it  suf¬ 
fices,  as  already  said,  to  pour  water,  or  the  eo¬ 
lation,  into  the  first  vessel,  and  very  cold  wajer 
into  the  third.  If  required  to  introduce  acetic 
ether,  or  anj  other  substance  which  vapourizes, 
at  a  temperature  much  below  that  of  water,  I 
pour  that  substance  into  the  third  vase/  The 
aqueous  vapours,  on  passing  over  that  liquid, 
become  impregnated  with  the  vapou^L  of  the 
ether,  at  the  (same  time  that  they  are  much 
more  cooled  than  if  they  passed  over  simple 
fresh  water.  If  it  be  necessary  to  smploy  bal¬ 
samic  or  resinous  aqueous  vapours,  as  gum 
Benzoin,  I  place  the  Benzoin,  wejl  pulverized, 
in  a  small  vessel,  to  be  placed  in  the  large 
steam-vase,  and  the  aqueous  vapours  become 
also  loaded  with  the  volatile  particles  of  that 
substance.  /

jpect,  I  only  employ  it  rarely,  and  do  not  think 
it  of  much  value.

Indexible  solid  catheters  have  tho  advantage 
of  greater  safety  in  the  execution  of  the  opera¬ 
tion,  which  is  not  owing,  as  commonly  believed,  | 


fwl.  When  using  tho  caoutchouc  bottle,  one  i* 
as  useful  as  the  other. 

My  methods  possess  one  more  adv  mtage 
aver  tho  others — viz.,  the  facility  of  introduc. 
is  g  the  catheter  by  the  opposite  nostril.  This 
ufivration,  but  rarely  indicated  in  cases  where 
th 3  nasal  canal  of  the  corresponding  side  is  too

Mr.  Weaivarti,  V.  L.  C.,  presented  a  petition 
oa  Um  1  Ttix  September,  from  lire 
Qeatietase  *f  the  Medical  Profession,  praying  for 
tto  naneadsiteat  of  Um  Medical  Witnesses  Act,  la  M 
aa  U  related  to  Um  taking  medical  evidence  at 
taeoeeia,  The  petition  stated,  that  Um  wa j  ia 
•kick  evUeeee  vm  taken  at  mqueet*  *u  very  un- 
nUitactocy  ;  and  Uut,  particularly  with  regard  to 
mortem  oxaniaatloa*,  they  were  obliged  to  ho 
00*4 acted  to  hastily  that  they  woro  bat  of  litUo 
•ao.  Ia  Illustration  of  tha  prayer  of  tho  petition, 
ho  had  boon  told  by  tho  firrt  of  tho  petitioners,  Dr. 
Poliortoa,  of  a  eaao  which  cacao  ander  hla  know- 
iodyo.  Dr.  Fuilortoa  was  cailod  ap  ia  tho  middle 
of  tho  Bight  by  the  hmbaod  of  a  woman  whom  ho 
reported  to  bo  dead,  lie  got  up  and  went  down  to 
tho  boose,  aad  found  tho  womaa  was  dead.  Them 
worn  ao  »ijat  of  violence  oa  her  person,  aad  thorn 
wm  ao  imcll  la  the  beam  except  that  of  lienor, 
la  tho  room  were  two  other  persons — &  man,  aad  a 
womaa  be  bo  Herod  to  be  living  in  aa  improper  in¬ 
tercourse  with  the  huhaad  of  the  deceased.  Find- 
lag  tho  womaa  dead,  be  directed  the  husband  to 
apprise  the  coroner,  aad  aa  inquest  wat  held,  but 
Dr.  Fallorton  was  not  called  ia.  Another  medical 
•taa  waa  employed  to  make  a  port  mortem  oxami- 
matioa,  and  to  give  evidence ;  aad  when  Dr.  Fuller- 
toa  endeavoured  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
coroner  to  tome  of  Um  fact*  which  had  come  under 
hit  knowledge,  he  was  told  by  tho  coroner  that  it 
was  left  to  the  discretion  of  that  officer  what  evi¬ 
dence  to  take,  aad  what  to  refuse.  The  rerdtet 
Warned  la  the  cate  wat— died  by  the  visitation 
ef  God.”  Another  point  which  the  petitioner* 
com  plained  of  was,  the  hurried  manner  in  which 
port  mortem  examinations  were  made,  not  occupy¬ 
ing  above  five  aiautet,  aad  without  giving  the 
professional  man  a  chance  to  exercise  hit  skill  in 
detecting  any  latent  cause  of  death.  This  system, 
indeed,  la  tome  measure  was  owing  to  the  prac¬ 
tice  which  had  grown  up  of  holding  inquests  in  an 
evening,  the  coroner  not  choosing  to  turn  hi*  at¬ 
tention  to  them  until  private  avocation*  were  con¬ 
cluded.  This  doubtless  arose,  in  tome  measure, 
from  the  smallness  of  the  salary  granted  to  the 
coroner  |  and  it  was  evident  that,  in  some  respect 
’or  other,  the  system  was  radically  wrong.  He 
would  bow  move  that  the  petition  be  read  ;  which, 
having  been  done,  the  learned  gentleman  gave 
notice  that  he  would  thi*  day  move,  that  the  peti¬ 
tion  be  printed,  and  that  the  prayer  thereof  be 
taken  into  consideration  to-morrow,  the  18th.-— 
Next  day,  however,  he  ro*e  and  begged  that  that 
part  of  his  motion  might  be  omitted  which  had  re¬ 
ference  to  taking  the  prayer  of  the  petition  into 
immediate  consideration ;  stating  that,  since  he 
had  given  notice  of  it,  he  had  received  additional 
information  on  the  subject,  and  he  found  that  it 
was  w>>  extensive  to  be  brought  forward  this  ses¬ 
sion.  He  should,  therefore,  merely  confine  him¬ 
self  to  moving  that  the  petitioa  be  printed,  which 
was  immediately  ordered.

That,  ia  some  hutaaeee,  the  Medical  witaess 
who  saw  the  body  first  after  death,  aad  had  the 
advantage  of  aotieiaf  the  posuiow  of  tbs  deceased, 
aad  the  appearance  of  ob  jects  or  persons  tiwa  pre¬ 
sent,  has  not  been  summoned  ia  such  case  ;  out, 
oa  the  contrary,  when  m  iseadaace,  he  has  set 
bees  allowed  to  give  evidence.

Aa  inquest  was  held  ia  Cole's  public  house. 
Prince  street,  oa  the  39  th  Angus*,  touching  the 
death  of  Mary  Lewis  ;  when  evidence  was  ad¬ 
duced  that  deceased  had  thrown  herself  frmsi  the 
window  of  aa  upper  story  of  a  house .  and  expired 
in  a  few  minute*  afterwards.  Dr.  Tierney,  who 
had  made  a  port  mortem  examination  of  the  body, 
deposed  that  he  found  a  black  mart  over  the 
breast  bone  .  aad.  by  ratting  under  it,  discovered 
that  a  large  blood  vessel  over  the  heart  had  beea 
ruptured,  which  was  the  i  mmed.  at  a  cause  of  death. 
The  lungs  were  ajo  in  a  very  diseased  state. 
Verdict— died  from  injuries  received  by  leaping 
out  of  a  window,  while  labouring  under  a  tempo¬ 
rary  fit  of  insanity. 

On  the  1st  September,  aa  inquest  was  held  at 
the  public-house,  sign  of  the  Yorkshire  Stingo,  an 
the  body  of  Anne  Reid,  then  lying  dead  in  a  house 
in  Castlereagh- street.  Dr.  S.Ivee.  who  had  made 
a  port  mortem  exaainsuoo.  stated  that  he  found 
death  had  been  occasioned  by  disease  of  the  heart, 
which  had  caused  effusion  into  the  pericardium,, 
thereby  impeding  the  functions  of  the  heart.  Ver¬ 
dict— died  by  the  visitation  of  God. 

An  inquest  was  held,  on  the  5th  ultimo,,  in 
Flynn’s  public-house,  l  arramatta-street,  on  the 
body  of  Anne  M  Corthv.  then  lying  dead  at  the 
Benevolent  Asylum.  Mr.  Surgeon  Ku-sell  de¬ 
posed  that  the  deceased  was  brought  to  the  Asylum 
on  the  evening  of  the  3rd,  complaining  of  palpita¬ 
tion  of  the  heart.  He  could  not  admit  her  into  the 
institution,  as  a  patient,  withewt  beiDg  recom¬ 
mended  by  a  subscriber,  but  she  was  subsequently 
admitted  by  Mr.  Stack.  She  was  suffering  from 
general  ill  health,  and  expired  daring  the  course 
of  the  night.  Verdict — died  by  the  visitation  of 
God. 

Three  inquests  were  held  on  the  7th  September ; 
the  first  on  Wm.  Hardwick,  killed  by  falling  off  a 
Ladder,  near  the  Benevolent  Asylum,  on  the  5tb  ; 
verdict — accidental  death :  the  second,  on  the 
body  of  Jack  Stewart,  an  aborigine,  who  died  at 
M'Keon's  wharf,  on  the  day  previous,  from  disease 
of  the  lungs  ;  verdict— died  of  natural  causes  ;  and 
tha  third,  on  the  body  of  John  Wilson,  a  wood¬ 
cutter,  who  hail  died  at  Middle  Harbour  of  apo¬ 
plexy,  induced  by  a  fall  while  intoxicated  in  Syd¬ 
ney  ;  Tcrdict — died  by  apoplexv.  the  effect  of  a 
fall. 

On  the  8th  ult.  aa  inquest  was  held  on  the  body 
of  Thomas  Deane,  aged  L’5  months,  ia  O'Donnell's 
public-house,  Market-street.  who  met  his  death  by 
a  cut  from  a  china  plate  falling  on  his  head  about 
a  fortnight  before  Mr.  Samuel  Miberlev.  surr^oa, 
deposed  that  the  deceased  was  brought  to  his  shop, 
but  he  did  not  dress  the  wounds,  being  very  bu«y 
at  the  time.  The  wounds  were  about  half  an  inch 


ia  length,  aad  aa  inch  apart ;  be  considered  them 
merely  superficial  cut*.  lie  believed  that  the 
mother  was  at  his  shop  the  morning  after  the  head 
was  dressed  ;  but,  being  a  troublesome  woman,  be 
ordered  her  away,  as  1m  did  not  wish  to  have  any 
thing  to  do  with  her.  lie  made  a  port  mortem 
examination  of  the  body  ;  aad  on  raising  the  scalp 
he  found  a  deep  indentation  in  the  anterior  wound, 
penetrating  through  the  boiie,  and  integuments  of 
the  brain  into  its  substance.  There  w-u  matter 
beneath  the  membrane,  which  accounts  for  the 
convulsions  the  child  hod  laboured  under,  la  bis 
opinion,  it  waa  impos-ible  that  a  plate,  merely 
failing  from  a  table  on  the  child’s  bead,  eonid 
have  produced  such  injuries — it  mart  have  struck 
the  child  with  much  greater  violence.  These  in¬ 
juries  were  the  cause  of  death.  Verdict— died  of 
in  juries  accidentally  received. 

On  tho  11th  ultimo,  at  tho  gaol,  Darliaghurst, 
aa  inquest  was  held  «o  the  body  of  Henry  Shatter, 
a  prisoner  under  committal  for  trial,  aced  40,  who 
died  by  the  rapture  of  a  blood-vessel.  Mr.  lloaner, 
divpetiser  to  the  gaol,  deposed  that  be  had  been 
called  to  see  deceased  at  e.ght  o’clock,  when  he 
found  him  apparently  choking  with  blood,  of  which 
he  discharged  a  large  quantity.  All  pulsation  bad 
ceased,  aad  he  shortly  afterwards  expired.  Mr. 
Richard  too,  colonial  surgeon,  deposed  that  de¬ 
ceased  had  sever  applied  to  him  for  medicine ; 
aad,  from  the  history  of  the  case,  he  was  of  opi¬ 
nion  that  death  had  been  caused  by  rupture  of  a 
blood-vesseL  Verdict— died  by  the  visitation  ef 
God. 

Aa  inquest  was  held,  on  the  18th  ultimo,  in  the 
New  York  hotel,  Lower  George- street,  oa  the 
body  of  Thomas  Cummins,  then  lying  dead  m  the 
Old  Custom-house.  Dr.  M'Kellar  deposed  that  he 
had  made  a  port  mortem  examination  of  iho  body, 
aad  found  that  death  had  been  caused  by  the  rup¬ 
ture  of  a  blood  vessel  in  the  chert,  which  runture 
might  have  been  caused  by  over-exertion  ia  pulling 
a  boat  (at  which  employment  he  was  occupied  the 
day  previous,  when  the  occurrence  took  place,  in 
the  Custom-house  boat.)  Verdict— died  by  the 
visitation  of  God. 

On  the  8th  ultimo,  aa  inquest  was  held  at  ibe 
gaol,  Bathurst,  on  the  body  of  a  man  named  Wil¬ 
liam  Cummings,  who  had  diet!  suddenly  the  pre¬ 
vious  night.  It  appeared  that  the  deceased  had 
been  placed  in  the  gaol  for  security,  being  in  a 
state  of  insanity,  until  an  opportunity  offered  of 
conveying  him  to  T, urban  Creek.  On  the  preced¬ 
ing  evening,  however,  he  was  taken  suddenly  ill, 
and  expired.  Surgeon  Bnsbymade  a  poet  mortem 
examination  of  tho  body,  aad  certified  that  Heath 
had  ensued  from  abscess  in  the  lungs,  caused  by 
the  irritation  of  some  broken  ribs.  A  verdict  was 
returned  to  that  effect. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Pamm.itta,  by  C.  B. 
Lyons,  Esq.,  Coroner,  on  the  18th  ult.,  at  tha 
Union  Inn,  Church-street,  touching  the  death  of 
Charlotte  Bunn,  then  lying  dead  in  the  General 
Hospital,  where  she  expired  the  previous  morning. 
It  may  be  recollected  that,  in  May  last,  it  was 
rumoured  that  tho  deceased  had  been  attempted 
to  be  murdered  by  her  husband,  William  Bunn,  in 
consequence  of  which  he  was  taken  into  custody  ; 
hut  the  only  evidence  then  taken  against  him  was 
that  of  Dr.  Gwyane,  the  deceased's  injuries  being 
of  so  severe  a  nature  that  it  was  impossible  for  her 
to  attend  to  give  her  testimony.  The  accused  was 
then  several  tunes  reminded  ;  and  a  few  weeks 
since,  the  deceased  (as  soon  as  sho  was  sufficiently 
recovered  for  the  purpose)  was  removed  to  the 
hospital,  where  her  statement  was  taken,  .and  the 
huslsand  was  then  committed  for  wounding  with 
intent  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm  ;  and  as  he  is 
now  in  gaol  .awaiting  his  trial,  aa  adjournment  was 
made  to  this  e-tablishment.  it  being  necessary  that 
he  should  be  present  at  the  inquest.  The  first 
evidence  taken  was  that  of  Gilbert  Elliott.  Esq., 
P.  M.,  who  deposed  that  oa  the  night  of  Sunday, 
the  19th  April,  as  ho  was  coming  from  church, 
he  was  informed  tlie  deceased  was  m  a  dying  »tato 
through  ill -treatment  she  had  received  from  her 
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hatband  :  fee  ( Mr.  K  )  immediately  ptwM&ded  to

week  At  hit  trade.  At  Uut  Usae  I  don't  think  he 
knew  what  he  wa*  taping,  he  »n  w  drunk,  but  be 
certainly  admitted  Mriklag  hi*  wife  •  I  waa  ex¬ 
tremely  doubtful  whether  the  weald  recover  of 
her  ivjuriet,  and  fare  the  btfbetsxatloa  to  Mr. 
Elliott »  hich  fed  to  that  yeatkiman  going  te  Bunn's 
fe*u»o.  I  attended  her  at  Interval*  up  to  the  4th 
August,  who  a  I  ordered  her  removal  to  the  ho*- 
A't&l.  It  appeawd  the  injahee  described  had 
been  received  eight  days  preTioo*  to  the  time  I 
Mw  her,  and  during  these  interreniof  eight  day* 
the  had  received  neither  medical,  nor,  in  feci,  any 
Attendance  ;  *he  did  not  complain  of  any  disease. 
A  *‘o»<  mortem  exaeunatioa  »u  made  by  myself 
And  I>r.  Robertson.  The  body  was  extremely 
emaciated,  to  *ueh  aa  * Jteat  as  I  havo  seldom 
befero  witnessed,  All  tit*  injuries  the  received 
are  aeariy  well,  except  the  right  leg.  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  healing  ;  the  right  hiaj  is  healthy, 
but  la  its  eavity  there  is  a  considerable  effusion 
—about  two  quarts  ;  th »  left  lung  1*  diseased, 
being  strongly  adherent  to  the  tide  by  old  bands  of 
long  standing,  and  it*  upper  lobe  it  likewise  dis¬ 
eased.  being  full  of  tubercles  of  recent  formation  ; 
there  was  soceo  effusion  in  the  abdomen  :  the 
whole  of  the  viscera  were  healthy,  except  the  left 
lung.  The  effusion  into  the  chest  and  abdomen 
srero  the  result  of  debility.  I  am  of  opinion  iho 
deceased  died  from  the  effects  of  the  injuries  ihe 
bad  received  Dr  Robertson,  of  the  General 
Hospital,  dej  used,  that  when  the  deceased  was  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  lloAp.val,  the  was  in  a  *tat©  of  ex¬ 
treme  debility  ;  hr  appearance  wa*  that  of  a 
woman  of  sixty  years  of  age— her  * ;e  was  only 
tbirty-eiitht.  TIhw  were  two  ulcers  on  each  leg, 
occupying  two  th.rdt  ef  the  outer  part  of  the  leg  ;

Dr.  Silver  de¬ 
noted  that  deceased  was  leading  a  pistol  from  a 
eost&iaSog  about  12  0*.  of  powder  s  while 

Citing  *e*s»  into  the  pan,  a  byhted  raadl*.  which 
wa#  tuiag,  foil  down  and  1 -wiled  th*  powder  ia 
th*  task,  which  instantly  osnlmiod,  and  tovrrely 
burnt  hi*  epper  and  lower  extremities.  Hi*  fate* 
wa*  charred  and  blackened,  and  hi*  back  wa*  a!** 
severely  injured.  The**  injuries  wer*  th*  eause 
ef  deash.

Mr,  Hugh  Houston,  house  turgeon,  de¬ 
posed  that  deceased  had  been  received  iate  th* 
laffrmary  labouring  under  tpamn*,  ©ceanksaed  by 
I  kM*M.  He  w.xs  deranged  All  night  previous  to 
hi*  death.  There  wn»  a  alight  wound  09  th*  inside 
of  the  centre  Anger,  from  having  been  accidentally 
crushed  between  two  stones,  while  employed  a*  a 
ma*ea  *  labourer.  It  wa*  one  of  th*  icverest  ease* 
witneer  had  ever  *cea  ;  and.  from  th*  first,  had  no 
hope*  of  hi*  recovery,  a*  there  were  tpaxm*  all 
over  the  *y*te®,  A  trifling  Injury  often  produced 
foten*?.  Verdict— died  of  fofowtw,  from  acci¬ 
dental  injury  of  oa*  of  th*  Anger*. 

Aa  inquest  took  pace,  on  th*  24th  alt.,  ia  th© 
King**  Arm#,  George-»troei  North,  on  the  body  of 
John  Lennox  Cooper,  then  lying  dead  at  Camp- 
bell's  Wharfl  Deceased  was  an  apprentice  oa 
board  the  ship  William  and  accidentally 

slipped  overboard  from  the  poop.  Dr.  Silver  had 
viewed  the  body  of  deceased,  which  presented  th* 
usual  appearance  of  that  of  a  drowned  person. 
There  were  no  mark*  of  violence  on  the  body,  and 
death  had  been  caused  by  suffocation  from  drown¬ 
ing.  Verdict — accidentally  drowned. 

Oa  the  2Sth  ult,  an  inquest  wa*  held  at  the 
house  of  Mr,  Thmnaa  Barker,  jon.,  Waterloo 
Milla,  oa  th©  body  of  James  Barker,  there 
lying  dead.  Ik  appeared  that  the  deceased 
wa*  a  son  of  hi  r.  Barker ;  that  he  wa* 
about  two  years  and  four  month*  old  ;  and  that  on 
Sunday  (the  previous  day)  he  had  rambled  away 
from  the  house,  had  fallen  into  the  mill-dam,  and 
wa*  drowned.  After  the  body  had  been  recovered, 
Mr.  Phillips,  surgeon,  applied  all  the  usual  mean* 
to  restore  animation,  but  without  effect.  Ver¬ 
dict — accidentally  drowned. 

Aa  inquest  was  held  on  the  29th  ult..  in  the 
Three  Tuns  tavern,  corner  of  Kin-  and  Castle- 
rea;b -streets,  oa  the  body  of  Margaret  Warren 
Smith,  a-ed  38  years,  then  lying  dead  in  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Hospital.  Iler  only  means  of  subsistence, 
foe  the  last  three  months,  were  the  ration-  from 
the  Benevolent  Society,  as  her  husband  aad  frvrnds 
would  render  her  no  support,  though  able  to  do  so 
She  was  found  at  half-past  ten  on  Monday  night, 
in  F.lix.i both -street,  breathing  heavily  and  suffer¬ 
ing  from  spasms.  Dr.  M’Kwan  was  sent  for,  who 
attempted  to  bleed  her,  but  she  had  expired.  lie 
had  since  made  a  pott  mortn w  examination  of  the 
body,  and  found  the  heart  diseased  to  such  in  ex¬ 
tent  as  sufficiently  to  account  for  death.  Verdict — 
died  by  the  visitation  of  God.

Frea  swath  to  moeib,  from  week  to  week,  I 
waited  for  important  esses.  Seldom  they 
cam*  t  aad  for  th*  few  that  1  mot  with,  I  got 
email  pay  aad  fewer  thank*.  >!y  practice,  al¬ 
together,  instead  of  increasing ,  decreased  j  aad 
the  coughs,  mins,  and  ache*  betook  tbrmsdres 
to  a  rival,  who,  I  aftarwards  found,  made  modi 
of  them,  and  persuaded  Um  subjects  of  them 
that  they  wer*  really  aerioasly  01. 

My  practice  thus  growing  “  small  by  de- 
grers,”  had  become,  by  th*  eod  of  the  third 
rear  from  its  eoasmeocemeot,  so  “  beautifully 
less,**  that  it  was  during  the  first,  that,  to  pay 
my  rest  and  taxes,  and  discharge  ray  Christ- 
eta*  liahilidea,  I  was  obliged  to  make  a  large 
hole  in  my  capital.

That  in  having  followed  my  own 
j  inclination  in  matters  wherein  I  diuuid  have 
I  been  guided  by  the  fancies  of  others,  I  had 
been  guilty  of  a  grave  contempt  of  the  ma¬ 
jesty  of  prejudice;  to  which,  in  all  particulars, 
I  ought  to  have  been  an  abject  slave. 

Fourthly.  That,  through  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  errors  I  had  irretrievably  lost  my  prac¬ 
tice  ;  and 

Fifthly.  That  I  had  better  try  my  fortune 
somewhere  else,  remodelling  my  whole  course 
of  action,  and  turning  over  an  entirely  new 
leaf.
